RETURNED HOME 


Santiago Refugees Poured Into 


the City. 


ALL ABE MERE SKELETONS. 


Some of Them Are Perfe:tly Naked 


and All Are Hungry. 


MANY FELL BY THE WAYSIDE, 


Nearly All the Houses Wore Robbed 


by the .Spanish Soldiers. 


THE STORES WEHE ALSO LOOTED, 


There W»» NolliSug In the City to ER 


and Eiviug- Skeletons of Sp.inUh Sold 
lers Could Be Seen Strung Aloag the 
Barlied Wire Fences Which Had Been

Santiago 
de 
Cuba, 
July 
18. A 


stream of refugees began pouring into 
the city at 4 o'clock Sunday morning— 
some naked, and all hungry, skeletons 
and footsore. Many had fallen by the 
wayside. 


The town cf Santiago presents a 


dismal sight. Most of the houses have 
been sacked and the ^stores have all 
been looted and nothing to eat can be 
had for love or money. 


In the streets of the city Sunday 


morning, at the intrenchments, at the 
breastworks and at every hundred feet 
or so of the barbed wire fences were 
the living skeletons of Spanish sold 
iers. 


Among the arrivals Sunday were the 


German, Japanese and Portuguese con- 
suls and their families, the British and 
French consuls having arrived Friday. 


General Pando was never here, but 


3,500 men from Manzanlllo arrived on 
July 3, making the total garrison here 
7,000. 


The contact mines in the harbor 


were removed the day Admiral Cer- 
vera left, but two chains of electric 
mines, one from Estrella Point and the 
other from Socapa, are still down. 


The armament of the shore batteries 


cf Santiago consists of five brass 8- 
Incli muzzle loaders in the Morro forti- 
fications; two G-inch Hontorias, from 
the cruiser Rein a Mercedes, and three 
21-centimeter mortars—never used—in 
the Socapa tipper battery; two useless 
21-centimeter mortars, 
two 8-centi- 


meter muzzle loaders and four 8-centl 
meter field pieces in the Estrella bat- 
tery; one 57-millimeter and one 25- 
millimeter Nordenfeldt and one 37- 
'millimeter Hotchkies in the Socapa 
lower battery, and two 6-inch Hon- 
torias, two 9-centimeter Krupp's and 
two 15-centimeter mortars at'Punta 
Gorda. 


Four Spanish merchant steamers— 


the Mortera, the Reina de Los An- 
geles, the Tomas Brooks and the Mex- 
ico—and the gunboat 
Alvarado are 


now in the harbor. 


Twenty-two thousand refugees are 


quartsred at El Caney, 5,000 at Fir- 
mesea and 5,000 at Cubaitas El Bon- 
iato and San Vincente, where 
they 


have been living for a fortnight. 


In one case 500 were crowded into 


one building, which was a regular pig- 
sty, with a horrible stench. They used 
the water from the river, where soiled 
clothing was washed and all manner 
of filth is floating. 


The Spanish troops will be camped 


two miles outside the city limits, un- 
der guard, until 'their 
embarkation 


takes place. 


The docks are crowded by incoming 


refugees in a starving condition, await- 
ing the arrival in the harbor of the 
Red Cross society's steamer State of 
Texas, as there are no eatables to be 
bought in the cit^. 


The entrance of 
the refugees wa« 


quiet and peaceful, they viewing their 
wrecked homes philosophically as th« 
fortune of war. 
Admiral Sampson's 


last bombardment of Santiago wrecked 
57 houses in the city, causing heavy 
damage.

of cavalry and General Toral and his 
staff by 100 picked men. 


Trumpeters on both sides saluted 


with flourishes. 
General Shafter re- 


turned to General Toral the latter's 
sword after it had been handed to the 
American commander. 


Our troops, linr.d up at the trenches, 


were eyewitnesses of the ceremony. 
General 
Shafter and his escort, ac- 


companied 
by 
General Toral, rode 


through the city, taking formal pos- 
session. The city had been sacked by 
the Spaniards before they arrived. 


The Thirteenth and Ninth regimecti 


of Infantry will remain in the city to 
enforce order and exercise municipal 
authority. 
The Spanish forces are to 


encamp outside of our lines. 


The work o£ loading the Spanish

Is a Native of i'emisylviiiiia uud a Hero 


of the 
Civil War 
VVlui Remained

military governor of Santiago, General 
Chambers 
McKibbin, 
was bora 
in 


Chambersburg, Pa. Early in-the civil 
war he enlisted as a private 5n the 
regular army and almost immediately 
afterwards 
was 
appointed a second 


lieutenant in the Fourteenth infantry. 


His first promotion was given him 


on June 10, 135-S, when he was made 
a first lieutenant. 
On August 18 of 


the same year he was given a brevet 
commission as captain for gallant ser- 
vices in the battle 
of 
North Anna 


river, Virginia, and during the oper- 
ations on the Weldon railroad. 


At the conclusion of the war Mc- 


Kibbin chose to remain in the army 
and on- January 5, 1867, he was pro- 
moted to be a captain in the Thirty- 
fifth infantry, and on May 1, 1896, lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Twenty-first in- 
fantry. 
It was as lieutenant colonel 


of the Twenty-first that he •went to 
Cuba. 


During the battle of Santiago his 


services were of so distinguished a 
character as to wia for him special 
mention in General Shafter's official 
reports. 
He was among the officers 


recommended for promotion and was 
last week named Ijy the president as 
a brigadier general of volunteers. 


Captain William McKittrick, who 


had the h'oncr to raise the stars and 
stripes over the palace in Santiago, 
is an aide-de-camp on the staff of Gen- 
eral Shafter. 
On May 12 he was ap- 


pointed by the president to be an as- 
sistant adjutant general with the rank 
of captain 
and 
wag 
assigned soon 


afterwards to the Fifth army corps, 
now under Shafter's command in. Cuba. 
He is a resident of California.

Burgess 


Steel and Iron works. 


The meeting was held at the Ports- 


mouth National bank. -All those who 
had labored so zealously for the sale 
of the lots that were to insure its re- 
building were present, as was Mr. 
York and his able staff of clerxs and 
advisers. 


It was reported that 457 lots had 


neen sold, exceeding the expectations 
of the most sanguine. This insured 
the mill^to Portsmouth and the great- 
est joy and good feeling prevailed. 


The chairmen of the different com- 


mittees made their reports which 
showed that the required number of 
lots had been sold. 
il_r. York there- 


upon took tho floor and in a speech 
that was full of feeling and sound 
sense returned thanks for the glori- 
ous work of the committee and to 
the citizens who had 
subscribed. 


Said he: "Both have shown their 
confidence in and respect forme. 
We. 


are all working along the Same line 
for the upbuilding of the city. We 
will go right along hand in hand. 
You have fullfiled your part of the 
contract and it now remains for me 
to act. 
That you can rest assured 


will be done. 
All my promises and 


pledges will be fulfilled and lived up 
to." 


Hon. A. T. Holcornb suggested the 


territory about to be sold and built 
up be called "Yorktown," which 
passed unanimously. In making the 
suggestion Mr. Ho comb made one of 
his characteristic speeches, in which 
lie said, "Years ago we made the 
English surrender at Yorktown, and 
today wo do the same." 


This morning Mr. York was seen 


by a Daily Times reporter. 
He said: 


"We would begin work on the new 
. plant right away if the location was 
settled. 
That can not be known 


until after the conference of the rail- 
way people Thursday. It depends 
on what they do where the mill will 
he built, whether near the the rail- 
road, to the north, the cast or the 
west of the land held by option. 
As 


soon as they confer work will com- 
mence. In four months we will be 
in partial operation. In one yenr the 
plant will be completed and in full 
operation." 


As to constructing and operating 


an independent water works system, 
Mr. York said, depended a great deal 
on what the water works people 'pro- 
posed to do; that if they laid mains 
out--in other words, came out and 
saw him, lio'tl probably pass the inde- 
pendent system by. At the same 
time he said an independent system 
would be cheaper and he thought, he 
could inaugurate a system that would 
discount that of the citv.
